Dr. Oscar M. Pittenger, 78, 
former widely-known resident of 
Delaware county, died at mid¬ 
night Monday, Nov. 17, at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Betty 
Rissler, at El Paso, Tex., after 
an extended illness. 

Funeral services were conduct¬ 
ed at 2:30 Saturday afternoon, 
Nov. 22, at the DeSoto Metho¬ 
dist church, the Rev. Garry 
Browne in charge, assisted by 
the Rev. Earl Pittenger. Crema¬ 
tion followed. 

Dr. Pittenger was born and 
raised in Delaware county and 
taught in the schools of Madi¬ 
son and Delaware counties as 
a young man. He served as sup¬ 
erintendent of Frankfort, Ind., 
schools for nine years and 
taught at Ball State College in 
1918. 

Appointed superintendent of 
the Indiana State School for the 
Deaf in 1919, Dr. Pittenger re¬ 
mained there for sixteen years. 

He retired in 1934 and spent 
considerable time in Muncie. 

He had lived with his daughter 
since the spring of 1943. 

The educator received his B. A. 
degree in 1896 from Indiana Uni¬ 
versity, his M.A. degree from Co¬ 
lumbia University in 1916 and the 
Ph. D. degree from Illinois Wes¬ 
leyan in 1918. Dr. Pittenger was 
a member of the Frankfort Ma¬ 
sonic Lodge, the Phi Kappa Psi 
fraternity, Indiana Schoolmen's 
Club and the “I” Men’s Club of 
Indiana University. 

His wife, the former Miss Paul¬ 
ine Gibson, whom he married in 
1896, died in 1938. 

Surviving are three daughters, 


Indiana Farmer Is

The farm was not a very good one 
and was purchased for the sum of 
$2,800.

T. V. Archer, Principal 
Of Illinois Deaf School 
Passed Away Oct. 30 

T. V. Archer, highly respected 
resident of Jacksonville and prin¬ 
cipal at the Illinois School for 23 
years, died Thursday at 5:45 p. m. 
at Passavant hospital after a brief 
illness. He resided at 239 Finley 
street. 

Mr. Archer came to the state 
school here in the fall of 1922 as 
principal and served in that capa¬ 
city until his retirement in June, 
1945. 

An esteemed member of his 
profession, he was widely known 
among teachers of the deaf through¬ 
out the country and the author of a 
number of early textbooks used in 
the education of the deaf. 

A teacher of the deaf for 54 
years, he began his teaching career 
in 1891 after his graduation from 
Gallaudet College in Washington, 
D. C. Before coming to Illinois he

Miller Wins Poetry Award

Ruby Miller, a teacher in the 
Indiana School for the Deaf and 
1947 graduate of Gallaudet 'Col¬ 
lege, won honorable mention in the 
Atlantic Monthly poetry contest 
just before her graduation. 

The Atlantic, probably Amer¬ 
ica’s leading literary magazine, 
sponsors this contest annually. 
Four hundred entries from col¬ 
leges in all parts of the U. S. were 
received for the poetry competition. 
Out of these 20 received honor¬ 
able mention. 

This is the first time a Gallau- 
det College student has won men¬ 
tion in the Atlantic poetry con¬ 
test, a difficult feat when it is 
considered that English is the 
stumbling block in learning for 
the deaf. Other Gallaudet students 
have won in the Atlantic essay 
contests, however. 

Miss Miller was literary editor 
of the college publication, The 
Buff and Blue. She is a product 
of the Indiana School.—The Cava¬ 
lier. 

Attends Hampton 
Institute 

William King, of Indianapolis, 
who was graduated from the In¬ 
diana State School for the Deaf in 
1944, attended the Hampton Insti¬ 
tute summer session for Negro 
teachers of the deaf this past sum¬ 
mer. 

Mr. King is said to be the first 
Negro deaf person to attend one 
of these summer sessions. During 
the regular school year Mr. King 
attends West Virginia State Col¬ 
lege where he is taking a course in 
Education and Printing. 

This training should make Mr. 
King a valuable teacher of the 
Negro deaf since there are very 
few deaf Negro teachers.

As things turned 
out it w$s not necessary for this to 
be done.

The 
great improvement in medical 
science and in other things that 
help us to live longer is making 
the number of old people among 
us greater now than it was even 
ten years ago. We may feel sure, 
then, that the time is coming and 
soon that we will greatly need an 
addition to the Home.

DEAF MUTE PILOT 

STOPS HERE ON COAST- 

TO-COAST FLIGHT 

Rhulin A. Thomas, 37-year-old 
pilot from Washington, D. C., land¬ 
ed at the Andersen Airport Tues¬ 
day morning in his J-4 Piper Cub 
Coupe. He landed at Anderson to 
wait for the weather to clear so 
he could continue his trip. From 
Anderson, he was going to St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Oklahoma City, 
Dallas, El Paso, and Phoenix before 
rounding out his trip to Los An¬ 
geles. 

Realizing a coast to coast flight 
in this air age is not much of a 
trick under normal circumstances, 
Mr. Thomas has reasons to be¬ 
lieve his jaunt is a little on the 
unusual side. A deaf mute since 
two years of age, he believes he 
is the first such person to attempt 
the flight. He indicated several 
persons with his affili-ction hold 
private pilot licenses but is certain 
that none have tried his feat. 

The purpose of Mr. Thomas’ 
flight is not to set any sort of 
record, but he is making the trip 
to see a couple of news-making 
friends, who taught him to fly. The 
friends are George Truman and 
Clifford Evans; now in Alaska on 
their last leg of a round-the-world 
flight in Cub planes. They are 
due in Los Angeles in about a 
week and Mr. Thomas wants to be 
on hand to greet them.

happened to the Overmans who 
were getting only 15 bushels of corn 
to the acre from some of their 
fields, and other things in general 
went wrong so that they had a 
hard time making ends meet. Then 
came a day in 1944 when their 
county farm agent called on them 
with a plan of conservation and 
soil improvement. Overman was 
smart enough to know that he had 
to do something and that the plan 
that was offered him was good. 
Such a plan meant changing his 
farming methods which he had 
copied from his father, and it meant 
changing a few fences, but they 
were likely to be changes for the 
better so Overman wasted no time 
in following the plan that was laid 
out for him. 

At the end of three short years, 
during which time the plan had 
been carefully followed the Over¬ 
man farm was no longer losing 
money but making a very nice profit. 
The soil in many of the fields was 
steadily improving and the change 
of some pasture lands to corn 
fields produced a yield of 104 bush¬ 
els per acre. Twelve acres of 
timothy hay gave him 1,120 bales 
in one year. These are just exam¬ 
ples of the type of results that Over¬ 
man now gets from his farming ef¬ 
forts and all because he followed 
a good plan and because he had 
sense enough to know it was good 
when he saw it. 

As for Overman himself, he is in 
the words of his sister-in-law who 
lives with him and his wife, a new 
man, He knows that all the work 
he does is going to produce results.
